Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  pre  sent  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pietermaritzburg,  for  the 
Calendar  year  1959. 

Infectious  disease  figures  were  much  the  same  as  last  year, 
Tuberculosis  incidence  remaining  high  in  Non-Europeans  and  actually 
increasing  in  Natives,  while  Poliomyelitis  incidence  was  again  very  low. 
Infantile  Mortality  worsened  in  Natives  and  Asiatics,  but  the  unusually 
high  mortality  in  Natives  from  Malnutrition  was  much  lower  this  year. 
Birth  rates  and  death  rates  were  lower  this  year  in  all  races. 

The  Miniature  X-ray  screening  of  all  Natives  at  the  Pass 
Office  examination  produced  3 .<$  of  abnormal  chest  X-rays. 

A  further  50  Council  houses,  completing  the  first  Woodlands 
Coloured  housing  scheme,  were  built.  The  extension  of  the  slaughter 
and  hanging  halls  at  the  Abattoir  was  completed  during  the  year,  the 
Abattoir  experiencing  a  record  year  of  slaughtering. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  for 
the  high  level  of  efficiency  maintained  in  the  Department  throughout  the 
year. 


In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Mayer,  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
various  Municipal  Heads  of  Departments.

Among  Non-Europeans,  senility  and  Gastritis 
and  Enteritis  were  the  main  causes  of  death.

Every  Native  registering  at  the  Municipal  Pass  Office  is 
vaccinated  when  he  is  medically  examined*  (See  page  22). 

In  addition,  vaccination  of  infants  (all  races)  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and  adults 
applying  to  the  Public  Health  Department  are  also  vaccinated. 
This  service  serves  to  supplement  the  free  service  available  to 
the  public  through  the  Public  Vaccination  carried  out  by  the 
District  Surgeon.

With  the  Miniature  X-Ray  plant  available ;  contact  examination  at  the 
T.B.  Clinic  has  been  reduced  considerably,  as  a  routine  Miniature  X-Ray  of “all 
contacts  is  new  taken  and  only  when  abnormalities  are  noted  are  the  contacts 
referred  for  closer  investigation  at  the  Clinic.  Routine  follow-up  X-Rays 
of  T.B.  patients  at  the  Clinics  and  our  hospitals  are  to  a  large  extent  being 
done  by  this  Miniature  plant  with  an  occasional  large  plate  for  confirmation. 

All  Natives  passing  through  the  Municipal  Registration  Medical 
Examination  have  a  Miniature  X-Ray  as  a  routine.  This  year!s  figures  show- 
that  355  out  of  a  total  of  11,033  Natives  (i.e.  3.2/°)  x/ere  referred  from  the 
Pass  Office  for  further  investigation  at  the  T.B.  Clinic©  The  total  of' 
Miniature  X-Rays  this  year  was  much  lower  than  last  year  as  the  plant  was  out 
of  commission  for  quite  a  while.

'During  the  year  there  were  2,570  attendances  at  the  Clinic  (including 
1,242 ‘Out^of -Borough  cases),  as  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  2,043. 

All  contacts,  are  now  referred  first  of  all  to  the  Miniature  X-Ray  Clinic  and 
only  brought  to  clinic  if  found  to  be  abnormal,  whilst  patients  for  Strepto¬ 
mycin  '  injections  only  occasionally  attend  the  clinic  sessions  as  well,  being 
supervised  from  the  Streptomycin  Clinic. 

Out-patient  continuation  treatment  with  injections  of  Streptomycin 
and  Oral  I.N.H.  (or  P.A.S.)  has  been  used  for  patients  discharged  from  "hospital. 
Patients  for  whom  no  bed  can  be  found  in  hospital  are  also  started  on  treatment 
until  beds  become  available,  and  some  cases  are  maintained  on  Out-Patient 
treatment  alone. 


During  the  year  11  European,  67  Native,  13  Coloured  and  27  Asiatic 
patients  received  regular  Streptomycin  injections  at  the  4  special  clinic 
sessions  (2  in  town  and  2  at  the  Sobantu  Village)  held  per  week  for  this 
purpose.  (See  page  41).  One  factory  in  Pietermaritzburg  with  the  necessary 
medical  organisation,  carries  out  the  follow-up  Streptomycin  injections  on 
its  own  employees,  2  Natives  and  5  Asiatics  being  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

2  European  patients  and  1  Asiatic  patient  have  been  treated  at  home.

(4)  VENEREAL  D ISEASE  (pages  45—51)* 

(a),  (b)  One  Clinic  Session  is  held  weekly  for  each  race  and  sex,  conducted  by 
and  (c)  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  of  Health.  These  Clinics  are  held  in 
Grey’s  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department  for  Europeans  and  at  the 
Municipal  Clinic  in  East  Street  for  Non-Europeans.  A  separate  Clinic 
Session  is  held  for  European  Males,  European  Females  and  Native 
Females.  A  combined  session  is  held  for  Coloured  and  Asiatic  Females, 
and  a  combined  session  is  held  for  Coloured,  Asiatic  and  Native  Males. 
One  European  Health  Visitor  (half-time  only),  1  Native  Nurse,  and  2 
Native  Health  Assistants,  assist  at  the  Clinics.  Two  Native  Health 
Assistants  devote  their  full  time  to  Venereal  Diseases. 

(d)  Every  effort  is  made  to  trace  contacts  and  sources  of  infection  and  to 
follow-up  defaulters  to  ensure  completion  of  treatment.  A  European 
Health  Visitor  deals  with  the  investigation  and  follow-up  of  European, 
Goloured  and  Asiatic  cases,  and  supervises  the  work  of  the  Native 
Health  Assistants  who  deal  with  Natives  only.

EPIDEMIC  HOSPITAL  ( N  on-Eur  ope  an  V .  D  . ) 


Admissions  to  this  hospital  totalled  460,  a  small  increase  on  last 
year’s  total  of  413,  but  indicating  the  decrease  in  this  disease  that  has  been 
taking  place  in  recent  years,  e.g.  1,312  in  1951-2,  561  in  1954,  and  353  in 
1955.  The  daily  average  of  in-patients  totalled  8  as  compared  with  8  last 
year,  and  20  in  1954. 


The  re-admissions  for  this  period  numbered  26,  i.e.  5 ,Tjo  of  admissions 
as  compared  with  13.8/,  13.4/,  9.3/,  6.0/  and  8*7/  the  preceding  five  years.

With  the  availability  of  Penicillin  Procaine  G  in  Oil,  Penicillin 
treatment  of  all  Syphilitic  cases  is  now  routine  in  this  hospital,  a  7  day 
course  (a  total  of  4,8  M.u.  Penicillin  Procaine  in  Oil),  adopted  on  the 
instruction  of  the  Union  Health  Department,  being  given.  All  cases  of 
Gonorrhoea  are  also  treated  with  Penicillin, 

(5)  PLAGUE 

No  cases  of  Plague  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  inspecting  of 
new  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  course  of  erection  has  been  carried  out  and 
their  rodent-proofing  has  been  supervised.  No  rodent  work  has  been  carried 
out  on  commonage,  but  the  rodent- proofing  of  existing  infested  premises  has 
been  dealt  with  intensively.  A  single  Departmental  Rodent  Officer  devotes 
all  his  time  to  anti-rodent  measures,  rodent-proofing,  trapping  and  poisoning 
(with  Zinc  Phosphide)  and  also  with  "Sorexa” .  Cyanogas  plumping  is  also 
employed.  Good  results  are  being  obtained  by  the  use  of  the  P.  traps  and 
the  pre-bait:'ng  technique. 

There  are  3  Grain  Stores  in  the  City;  all  are  now  rodent- proofed.

( 6 )  OTHER  COMMUNICABLE  DISEASES : 

(I)  MALARIA 

Control  by  spotting  of  larvae  and  spraying  of  selected  breeding  spots 
has  again  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough.  The  Local  Health  Commission  carried 
out  control  work  in  the  Peri-Urban  areas.  No  malarial  mosquito  vectors  were 
discovered  inside  the  Borough  and  no  new  infections  of  malaria  occurred  within 
the  Borough.  A  few  imported  cases  of  malaria  (from  Rhodesia)  were  notified. 

Permanent  work  in  the  way  of  wide  open  drains  with  grassed  sides  and 
a  concrete  invert,  was  continued  in  the  off  season. 

Spraying  was  carried  out  to  keep  down  the  Anopheline  population  in 
known  breeding  areas  and  to  deal  with  Culicine  breeding  which  was  causing  a 
nuisance,  D.D.T.  suspension  being  used  with  satisfactory  results. 
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( II)  BILKARZIA 

Regular  surveys  were  carried  out  for  the  identification  of  snails. 
Copper  Sulphate  was  used  for  the  treatment  of  streams  where  Physopsis  Africana 
were  identified  with  a  resultant  rapid  and  o onsiderablQ  reduction  in  the  number 
of  snails  found,  treatment  being  repeated  at  P.  monthly  intervale-  No  cases 
this  year  of  Bilharzia  were  reported.

(III)  ENTER  IT  IS  in  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  accounted  for  31  deaths, 
(27  Native,  1  Coloured  and  3  Indian). 

(IV)  TOPS 

This  disease  was  rather  prevalent  in  European  children  during  the 
year,  30  cases  being  admitted  to  the  (European)  Isolation  Hospital,  while  4  Non- 
European  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Non-European  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
Complicating  encephalitis  was  seen  in  2  cases  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(V)  MEASLES 

This  disease  was  only  moderately  prevalent  in  school  children  this 
year,  9  European  and  13  Non-European  Borough  cases  being  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospitals.  4  Native  deaths  from  this  disease  were  recorded.  One 
(European)  case  of  Measles  Encephalitis  was  admitted  to  Hospital. 

(VI)  GERMAN  MEASLES  was  moderately  prevalent  this  year,  but  mild. 

(VII)  CHICKEN  POX 

This  disease  was  moderately  prevalent,  17  European  and  9  Non-European 
cases  being  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals.  One  case  was  complicated  by 
Encephalitis,  and  another  (fatal)  by  Pneumonia. 

(VIII)  WHOOPING  COUGH 

This  disease  v/as  not  very  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths 
were  reported  from  this  disease.  Immunisation  was  carried  out  at  the  Infant 
Welfare  Clinics,  using  a  combined  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Vaccine.  (See 
page  22).  9  Cases  (8  being  Natives)  were  admitted  to  our  Infectious  Diseases 

Hospitals  from  outside  the  City,  and  8  European  and  3  Non-European  cases  were 
admitted  from  the  City  area. 

(7)  WATER  SUPPLY  (See  page  56) 

The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under  the  control  of  the  City 
Engineer's  Department.  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly  country 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  town.  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley  the  water  is 
piped  to  the  Purification  Works,  where  it  is  treated  with  Aluminium  Sulphate 
Lime,  before  filtration.  After  filtration,  the  water  is  treated  with  Chlora¬ 
mine  before  being  distributed  to  the  six  service  reservoirs.  New  covered 
service  reservoirs  at  Hathorns  Hill  of  approximately  5  million  gallons  capacity 
each  have  now  been  completed. 

The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and  each  of  the  service  reser¬ 
voirs  has  been  bacteriologically  examined  each  week  by  the  bio-chemist  in 
charge  of  the  Purification  Works.  All  employees  at  the  Purification  Works  are 
Vi-tested  and  immunised  against  Typhoid  Fever  at  the  same  time.  No  water— Larne 
outbreaks  of  disease  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  bacteriological 
sampling  of  swimming  bath  waters  has  also  been  carried  out  ilrroughcut  the  year, 
and  samples  of  well  and  tank  waters  have  also  been  examined.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  Pietermaritzburg  water  supply  contains  no  fluorine.

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(7)  WATER  SUPPLY  Cont’d. 

The  water-supply  had  proved  inadequate  for  the  expanding  needs  of 
the  City |  and  restrictions  had  been  imposed  on  the  use  of  water#  Metering 
i'7as  introduced  and  has  substantially  reduced  the  total  consumption  of  "water 
in  the  City#-  Consumption  dropped  by  21$  as  a  result  of  this  measure#  It 
was  also  decided  to  raise  the  walls  of  the  impounding  dam  at  Henley  by  23 
feet  so  as  to  approximately  treble  the  capacity  of  this  dam  and  this  work" 
has  now -been  completed,  increasing  the  total  storage  capacity  of  the  dam  to 
1*420  million  gallons  and  providing  an  assured  daily  yield  of  8  million 
gallons. 

(8)  NIGHTS  OIL  AMD  DISPOSAL 

The  administra uion  of  this  work  Is  in  the  hands  of  the  CityREngineer. 
The  greater  part  of  the  Town  and  Suburbs  is  served  by  water-borne  sewerage, 
although  the  conservancy  system  is  still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  areas# 
Disposal  is  cii-Uhe  sewage  farm  about  I  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  Town# 

The  City  Council  acquired  adjoining  land,  in  order  to  extend  the  area  available 
for  sewage  disposal,  and  a  modern  filtration  plant  was  completed  in  1956# 

(9)  MEAT  SUPP LIES  (See  pages  59—60)# 


All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Abattoir,  which' is 
under  the  direct  control  of  this  Department#  Butchers’  shops  are  periodically 
inspected  to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactory  and  that  no  meat  which  does  not 
bear  the  Municipal  stamp  is  exposed  for  sale#  171  Inspections  of  butchers’ 
shops  and  12  inspections  of  Butchers’  carts  were  cade#  A  list  of  meat,  fish 
and  fowl  condemned  after  inspection  is  shown  on  pages  57-58# 

The  Abattoir  Manager  reports  that  during  the  year,  92,775  animals 
were  slaughtered,  a  sharp  increase  on  the  1958  total  of  74*241#  Slaughtering 
at  the  Abattoir  is  carried  out  by  this  Department# 

All  blood  and  condemned  meat  and  offal  is  transported  in  drums  to  a 
privately  aimed  By-Product  Plant  at  Bisley,  just  outside  of  Pietermaritzburg# 

The  City  Council  has  decided  not  to  continue  with  its  plans  for  its  own  By- 
Products  Plant.  The  rest  of  the  scheme  for  expansion  of  the  Abattoir  Has 
been  continued.  The  construction  of  Non-European  change-rooms,  and  the 
provision  of  new  Railway  Siding  facilities  has  been  completed.  The  siding 
is  working  satisfactorily#  The  lairage  accommodation  has  already  been 
improved  by  the  provision  of  asbestos  roofing.  New  Cold  Storage  accommodation 
was  completed  and  the  extensions  of  the  hanging  and  slaughtering  hall  have  now 
been  completed.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  extensions  will  solve  many  of 
the  difficulties  now  being  experienced  in  the  operation  of  the  Abattoir  as  a 
meat  market  when  the  auction  system  was  extended  to  beef,  a  purpose  for  “which 
the  Abattoir  was  necer  designed#  Health  Inspectors  from  the  Department  have 
had  to  help  out  by  carrying  out  Meat  Inspection  duties  at  the  Abattoir  owing 
to  shortage  of  Abattoir  staff,  due  to  illness,  A  qualified  European  Slaughter¬ 
man  was  appointed  to  supervise  the  work  of  the  Native  Slaughter  Gang#

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(10)  MILK  SUPPLIES 

The  milk  supply  has  been  carefully  controlled  throughout  the  year. 

It  was  derived  from  44  producer-distributors,  17  in  the  Borough,  and  27  Out- 
of-Borough,  rnd  85  producers,  2  Borough  and  83  Out-of-Borough,  who  send  their 
milk  to  one  pasteurisation  plant  in  the  Borough,  from  where  it  is  distributed 
after  pasteurisation.  All  these  dairymen  are  registered  with  this  Department 
and  their  premises  are  inspected  regularly.  Approximately  71$  of  the  milk 
sold  in  Pietermaritzburg  was  pasteurised. 

There  are  15  cream  suppliers,  of  whom.  6  are  in  the  Borough  and  9 
oiitside  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  the  routine  Vi-testing  of  dairy  employees  was 
continued.  Specimens,  which  are  taken  at  the  dairies  or  at  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment,  are  sent  by  pullman  transport  to  the  Durban  Government  Laboratory  for 
examination,  thus  reaching  the  laboratory  the  same  day  as  taken. 

473  Bloods  were  examined  and  of  these  none  were  reported  positive. 

510  Immunising  injections  of  Typnoid  Endotoxoid  Vaccine  were  given  to  dairy 
employees. 

(11)  OTHER  FOOD  SUPPLIES  (Pages  55-5 8) 

Inspection  of  foodstuffs  exposed  for  sale  at  the  Market  and  elsewhere 
has  been  carried  out  regularly,  and  a  considerable  quantity  of  unsound  food 
has  been  condemned  (pages  57-58).  Condemned  foodstuffs  are  removed  to  the 
refuse  tips,  made  unusable,  and  disposed  of  by  dumping. 

Details  of  all  licence  applications  dealt  with  by  the  Department 
are  reflected  in  the  Table  on  page  61  .  Careful  attention  is  paid  to 
storage  conditions,  particularly  to  rodent-proofing,  and  there  is  a  considerable 
improvement  in  this  connection.  307  Inspections  of  the  Borough  Market  and 
2,491  inspections  of  other  premises  manufacturing  or  handling  food  were  made.

Under  the  Food,  Drugs  and  Disinfectants  Act,  72  samples  were  taken, 
and  the  results  of  the  analyses  were  as  follows:  -

Fat,  and  3  samples  (including  the  one  also  deficient  in  Fat) 
not  in  accordance  with  Solids-not-Fat  requirement.

Cream:  6  Samples:  5  in  accordance  with  standards  laid  down;  1  container 

broken  in  transit. 

Mince  Meat:  12  Samples:  All  in  accordance  with  standards  laid  down. 

Sausage:  4  Samples:  3  in  accordance  with  standards  laid  down.  One  sample 

contained  excessive  SO2. 


In  the  case  of  one  of  the  defective  Milk  Samples  prosecution  resulted 
in  a  fine  of  £25,  +  in  cue  case  the  prosecutor  declined  to  prosecute.  Prose¬ 
cution  in  the  case  of  the  adulterated  sausage  sample  resulted  in  a  fine  of  £4. 

A  letter  was  written  to  the  dairyman  in  the  case  of  the  samples  of  milk  defec¬ 
tive  in  Solids-not-Fat . 


Outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning . 

Only  1  case  of  food  poisoning  reported  to  have  followed  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  ourry  and  rice  in  a  carton  was  reported  this  year.  By  the  time  this 
was  reported,  it  was  not  possible  to  trace  the  patient  cr  to  obtain  a  sample  of 
the  suspected  food.  No  other  cases  were  reported  from  this  particular  product.

The  European  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  20. G  showed  a  small  improve¬ 
ment  on  last  year’s  figure  of  21.3. 

The  CoIoiged^I^f entile  Mortality  Rate  uf  24-, 3  was  much  the  same  as 

last  year's  figure  of  23.1. 

The  Native  Infantile  Mortal r-y_Rprc  was  147.6,  much  the  same  as 

last  year’s  figure  of  158.4. 

The  Asiatic  Infantile.  Mortality  late  was  40.6  as  compared  with  55.4 

last  year. 


The  main  causes  and  age  groupings  of  Infantile  Mortality  in  the 
different  races  are  shown  cn  pages  33-34. 

In  Europeans  prematurity  was  again  the  main  cause  accounting  for  5$ 
of  the  Infantile  deaths.  Prematurity,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  and  Broncho- 
Pneumonia  were  the  chief  causes  of  Non-European  Infantile  Mortality. 

This  Department  continued  to  supply  milk  to  necessitous  infants  up 
to  the  age  of  2  years,  and  also  to  a  certain  number  of  children  below  the  age 
of  5.  See  page  54. 


Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  immunisation  was  continued  as  one  of 
the  important  activities  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.  2,254  Children  were 
immunised  against  Diphtheria  (European  753;  Native  258;  Coloured  265;  Asiatic 
978),  as  compared  with  1,360  last  year. 

Of  the  total  given  above  325  European,  72  Native,  104  Goloured  and  9 
Asiatic  infants  were  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  at  the  same  time  as 
against  Diphtheria.  Asiatics  were  generally  not  given  the  combined  vaccine 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  persuading  them  to  attend  for  the 
full  course  of  3  injections.  ( See  page  11).

Every  person  appearing  at  the 
Pass  Office  who  does  not  possess  evidence  of  recent  successful  vaccination, 
is  vaccinated  (a  single  insertion  only).  A  Miniature  X-ray  is  taken  of  every 
Native  attending  the  Medical  Examination  sessions. 

Sobantu  (Native)  Village  Dispensary . 

The  Out-Patient  Dispensary  is  conducted  by  this  Department.  Three 
sessions  are  held  each  week,  attended  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  while  a  full-time  Native  Nurse,  who  lives  at  the  Village,  assists  at 
the  Clinic,  does  the  necessary  dressings  and  follcw-up  treatment,  and  visits 
patients  in  their  homes.

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(1)  HOUSING. 

The  City  Council  completed  50  dwellings  for  Coloured  persons  at 

Woodlands. 


Powers  under  the  Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  sparingly  in 
dealing  with  insanitary  dwellings,  owing  to  the  acute  housing  shortage.  16 
dwellings  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-Law  17,  (15  of 
these  being  demolished  by  the  end  a.  the  period  under  review),  and  40  dwellings 
were  voluntarily  demolished  mostly  to  make  way  for  new  buildings.  All  the 
buildings  demolished  were  insanitary  back  yard  shacks  occupied  as  dwellings  by 
Non-Europe  an  3.

New  Buildings . 

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  145  dwellings  and  170  flats  (9  blocks) 
were  completed  for  Europeans,  47  flats  (8  blocks)  and  17  dwellings  were  built 
for  Coloureds  and  Asiatics.  These  dwellings  were  provided  by  Private  Enterprise. 

( 2)  HOUSING  OF  NATIVES.  NATIVE  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS  CR  BARRACKS . 

The  Pietermaritzburg  Sobantu  Village,  situated  about  5  miles  from  the 
centre  of  Town  now  contains  1,091  occupied  houses  and  various  public  buildings, 
with  an  estimated  population  of  9,000,  an  increase  of  1,000  over  last  year 
although  the  number  of  dwellings  is  unchanged.  Water  is  supplied  hy  communal 
standpipes  from  the  Corporation  Water  Supply,  and  sanitation  is  by  the  pail 
system,  separate  from  each  house.  Communal  ab?ution  blocks  and  laundries  are 
provided.  Provision  for  hot  baths  at  a  sim.ll  charge  has  been  made  in  the 
recently  constructed  ablution  blocks,  and  this  has  proved  very  popular. 

Although  there  is  shili  room  available  at  the  Sobantu  Village,  the 
Government  will  not  permit  the  extension  of  this  scheme  and  the  Be  oner...  ;  Houses 
constructed  3  years  ago  are  the  last  houses  to  be  built  at  this  Village,  All 
the  houses  at  the  Sobantu  Village  have  been  built  by  Native  labour,  under 
European  supervision.  The  Council  must  now  find  another  site  approved  under 
the  Group  Areas  Act  for  further  housing  of  its  Native  population,  and  has  under 
consideration  a  scheme  for  a  new  Native  Village  at  Slangspruit. 

The  Corporation’s  hostel  accommodation  for  Natives  remains  unchanged. 
There  are  three  Corporation  Hostels  for  single  Natives.  For  Males  there  is 
the  newly  extended  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes)  now  housing  2,500  Natives, 
and  the  Qrtman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity  of  100.  The  Women’s  Hostel  in 
Church  Street  houses  430  women,  and  an  additional  Women’ s  Hostel  housing  200 
Natives  has  been  established  at  Qribi  to  serve  the  Government  Village  mainly. 

These  Hostels  are  under  the  control  of  the  Municipal  Native  Administration 
Department,  and  two  European  Superintendents  are  employed.  The  scheme  for  a 
new  Women’s  Hostel  to  house  over  700  has  been  shelved  owing  to  the  very  high 
tender  figures  received  when  the  contract  was  offered.  549  Temporary  Licences 
were  granted  during  the  year  to  houso  unexempted  Natives  under  the  Natives 
(Urban  Areas)  Act,  pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  at  the  Village 
and  Hostels. 

About  6C Tfo  of  the  Natives  resident  in  the  Town  live  in  quarters  pro¬ 
vided  on  the  property  of  their  employers.  These  quarters  are  the  subject  of 
inspection  by  this  Department  and  in  general  are  satisfactory.

Asiatic  Housing 

The  Corporation  owns  two  compounds  which  house  the  sewage  farm  workers 
and  the  scavenging  gangs.  These  compounds  are  well  constructed  in  brick,  and 
house  respectively  29  and  21  Asiatic  Labourers,  together  with  their  wives  and 
families,  and  also  13  single  Asiatics  and  24  single  Natives,  and  10  single 
Asiatics  and  10  single  Natives  respectively. 


The  Council  has  appointed  a  Woman  Housing  Manager,  trained  under  the 
Octavia  Hill  Scheme,  who  operates  under  the  Estates  Manager  in  the  City 
Treasurer’s  Department.

New  Council  Housing  Schemes: 


A  scheme  for  50  ’economic’  houses  for  Coloureds  was  completed  during 
the  year  at  Woodlands. 


A  Housing  Scheme  of  114  ’National’  houses  and  100  ’Economic’  houses 
for  Asiatics  was  completed  in  1958  at  ’’Northdale"  adjoining  the  Raisethorpe  area. 
Plans  were  drawn  up  for  a  further  411  houses  in  this  area  and  building  has  now 
commenced . 


While  the  need  for  housing  for  Europeans  and  Coloureds  is  now  much 
less,  the  needs  for  the  other  racial  groups  are  steadily  incroaaing  with  their 
population  growth  and  the  housing  to  be  provided  can  only  be  regarded  as  a 
commencement  of  the  programme  required  to  meet  their  full  needs.
